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Beginning with this issue, the current week will be compared
with the week of the previous year which most nearly corresponds
with the date of the former. For instance, in this issue the week
enced June 20, 1953, is compared with the week ended June 21,
1952, Adjustments in cumulative totals have been made to reflect
this change, but some medians will be omitted until similar
adjustments can be made.

The number of poliomyelitis cases reported for the current
week is 403, exclusive of Rhode Island for which no report was
received, as compared with 305 for the previous week, and 420
for the same week in 1952, The cumulative total for the calendar
year is 3,525 as compared with 2,973 for the same period of
1952; and for the ‘‘disease year,”’ the cumulative total is 2,011
as compared with 1,778 for last year.

For the current week, Misspuri reported the largest increase
over the previous week, 25 cases as compared with 2 for the week
ended June 13, States reporting fairly substantial increases
were Georgia, Texas, and California. Many others reported
moderate increases, and some reported fewer cases.

A high proportion of the cases continue to be reported as
nonparalytic,

The cases reported in California for the current week were
Scattered except for 15 in Los Angeles County, 13 of which were
nonparalytic, and 4 in San Diego County. No deaths were reported.
In Minnesota 6 of the 15 cases were in Ramsey County where 1
death occurred. In North Carolina, the 12 cases were scattered
in 9 different counties. In Ohio, the 15 cases reported were
distributed in 10 scattered counties of the State.

EPIDEMIOLOGICAL REPORTS

Anthrax in animals

According to the monthly report from the Department of Agri-
culture, there were no outbreaks of anthrax in animals in 37
States, the District of Columbia, and Puerto Rico during May 1953.
However, 13 outbreaks occurred in 10 States, As a result of these
outbreaks 17 cattle and 10 swine were lost. Infected soil was the
Source of 4 outbreaks and contaminated feed caused 2. A supple-
mental report for April shows that 2 outbreaks occurred in 2
States. The losses were 9 cattle and 5 swine. The source of in-
fection was not determined.

Outbreak of disease in animals

Dr. John H. Scruggs, Communicable Disease Center, has
Sunplied a preliminary report of an outbreak among cattle in the
South central part of Alabama. About 67 animals, principally
young ones, in several herds have been affected with an acute ill-
Ness with hematuria. Twenty-nine animals were known to have:
died, Laboratory studies are in progress on specimens collected.

Tuberculosis

Dr. N. H. Dyer, West Virginia Department of Health, reports
that Mycobacterium tuberculosis var. bovis has been isolated from
a 25-year-old woman. A premature baby was born to this patient
and was discharged from the hospital in good condition, but has
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been given BCG vaccine since that time, The patient states that
she was in a labor camp in Germany for 3 years (1942-45), There.
was a large herd of cattle in this camp which supplied the milk.
Her husband states that they have never owned a cow and that they
have used only pasteurized milk from a local plant since the

patient has been in this country. One child of this family has

developed tuberculosis meningitis and has been under treatment in
a sanatorium, Another child had a negative chest X-ray 1 year
ago, and it is expected that he will have another examination within
the next few weeks.

Gastro-enteritis

Dr. W. L. Halverson, Director, California Department of
Public Health, reports that 2 persons became ill following an
evening meal served at an inn. The illnesses occurred 5 1/2 and
11 1/2 hours after eating spaghetti and meatballs. Sales checks
disclosed that 18 persons were served the spaghetti dinner but only
the 2 cases were reported. The spaghetti and a sauce of ground
beef and tomatoes were prepared and cooked about noon. Staphy-
lococcus aureus was found in the spaghetti and meatballs. Dr.
Halverson also reports that 1 person became ill with nausea,
vomiting, abdominal cramps, and diarrhea about 3 hours after
eating in a cafeteria, Hemolytic Staphylococcus aureus was found
in a sample of cornbread which had been taken from the counter.
Samples taken from the distributing company have all proved
negative for pathogenic organisms.

Dr. L. L. Parks, Florida State Board of Health, reports an
outbreak of gastro-enteritis among a group of women who held a
luncheon in a hotel. Ten persons became ill 6 to 12 hours after
eating chicken salad. These women developed severe abdominal
cramps and profuse watery diarrhea, some complained of weak-
ness and malaise, and about 50 percent had a low fever. All stool
specimens were negative. The source of infection was not deter-
mined.

Dr. Milton Tully, District Health Officer, New York State De-
partment of Health, reports an outbreak of gastro-enteritis in
a school of 600 students. Sixty became ill from 5 to 20 hours after
eating lunch at the school. The lunch consisted of fricassee
turkey, mashed potatoes, peas, gravy, buttered rolls, milk,
peaches, and fruit cocktail. Except for the turkey the food was
prepared that morning. The milk was pasteurized and served in
individual containers. The suspected vehicle of infection was the
turkey which was frozen surplus. The frozen turkeys were re-
moved from a frozen food locker and placed in a cooler (36°F) at
the school 5 days prior to serving the meal. Preparation of the
fricassee turkey began 2 days prior to serving the meal. It was
determined that during these 2 days the meat was not properly
handled. No food was available for laboratory examination, and
stool specimens from 5 patients were negative. A frozen turkey
from the same shipment as those used for the lunch showed
streptococci producing green discoloration on medium containing
blood.

Dr. Tartakow, Nassau County Health Department, New York,
reports that 6 teachers became ill with diarrhea and abdominal
cramps from 6 to 12 hours after eating a school lunch. The
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meal consisted of chow mein with noodles and rice, bread pudding
tea, coffee, and milk. There were 152 children and 19 adults
who ate this food without any ill effects. It is possible that only
a portion of the food was contaminated. No laboratory tests
were made.

Dr. A. M. Washburn, Arkansas State Board of Health, reports
an outbreak of gastro-enteritis involving 15 persons following a

cqmmunity gathering and picnic lunch. No other details were
given,

Communicable diseases in other areas

The outbreak of smallpgx in England is considered to be at an
end, no cases having been reported since May 10. Information has
been received of an outbreak of poliomyelitis in the Egedesminde
District of Greenland. There were 12 cases with 1 death during a
4-day period in March. Three more deaths were reported later.
More recently 3 new cases, all with paralysis, were reported from
the same area.

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The chart shows the number of deaths reported for 106
major cities of the United States by week for the current year,
and, for comparison, the median of the number of deaths re-
ported for the corresponding weeks of the three previous calen-
dar years. (The median is the central one of the three values
arranged in order of magnitude.) If a report is not received from
a city in time to be included in the total for the current week, an
Estima.te is made to maintain comparability for graphic presenta-
ion,

The figures reported represent the number of death certifi-
cates received in the vital statistics offices during the week in-
dicated, for deaths occurring in that city. Figures compiled in
this way, by week of receipt, usually approximate closely the
number of deaths occurring during the week. However, differ-
ences are to be expected because of variations in the interval

between death and receipt of the certificate.

While week-to-week changes in the total number of deaths
reported for all major cities generally represent a change in
mortality conditions, this may not be true for variations in weekly
figures for each city. For example, in a city where 5C deaths are
the weekly average, the number of deaths occurring in a week may
be expected to vary by chance alone from 36 to 64 (d + 2Vd, where
d represents the average number of deaths per week).

The number of deaths in cities of the same size may also
differ because of variations in the age, race, and sex composition
of their populations, and because some cities are hospital centers
serving the surrounding areas. Changes from year to year in the
number of deaths may be due in part to population increases or
decreases.
